But Rickenbacker has another 
intention. He is against trade 
unionism as a whole, as his record, 
which we shall show later on, 
proves. He wants to regiment the 
workers and put an end to any 
kind of organization that can rep- 
resent their interests. 

Prac- 
tically all workers in the war in- 
dustries are working 48 hours and 
over. Some are working 54 or 60 
hours a week.

No more than 800 have actually 
held meetings, but only a fraction 
of this number is actually function- 
ing. 

Rickenbacker accuses the work- 
ers of slowing down production. It 
must be admitted that, despite the 
instructions of the union leaders, 
there have been slowdowns and 
stoppages. (I do not include the 
miners’ strike which was provoked 
by John L. Lewis to embarrass the 
Roosevelt administration.) This is 
partly due to the multitude of 
grievances that the workers have 
and which pile up, some employers 
hoping in this way to provoke bad 
situations in order to deal a body 
blow to all trade unions. That is 
why these employers and Ricken- 
backer favor the Hobbs bill. Speed- 
ing up the settlement of grievances 
will o much toward ending this 
situation. But altogether this in- 
volves a minute fraction of the 
workers.
